The purpose of the joint resolution is to great permanent residence 
in the United States to 39 aliens, upon payment oi a fee °f Si 8 *, in 
accordance with the provisions of section 244 (d) of the imDxWration 
and Nationality Act ( 6 G Stat. 216 - 217 ; 8 U. S. C. 1264 (d))* 

The purpose of the amendment is to include the named of certain 
aliens whose names did not appear in the joint resolution a 6 it passed 
the House of Representatives.

granting to each of the aliens named in this measure the privilege to 
reside permanently in the United States, such residence commencing 
on the enactment date of this legislation. 

Included in the joint resolution (H. J. Res. 238), as it passed the 
House of Representatives, were 31 cases. However, the committee 
has added 5 cases, making in all a total of 39 cases contained in the 
resolution as amended and reported. 

The committee, sfter consideration of all of the facts in each case 
referred to in the joint resolution (H. J, Res. 238), recommends that 
the joint resolution, as amended, do pass.

1 Resolved by the Senate and Home of Representatives 

2 of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 

3 That, in the case of each alien hereinafter named, in whose 

4 case deportation has been suspended for six months pursuant 

5 to section 19 (c) of the Immigration Act of 1917, as 

6 amended (54 Stat. 671; 56 Stat. 1044; 62 Stnt. 1206) , or 

7 in whose case the Attorney General has determined that the 

8 alien is qualified for adjustment of status under the pro- 

9 visions of section 4 of the Displaced Persons Act of 1948, 

10 as amended (62 Stat. 1011; 64 Stat. 219), the Attorney 

11 General is authorized and directed to cancel deportation pro- 

12 ceedings and to record the -lawful admission for permanent 
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residence of each such alien in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 244 (cl) of the Immigration and National- 
ity Act (66 .Stnt.
